Quang Tri recaptured 
by S. Viet troopers 


SAIGON (U PI)—The Saigon command said today government 
paratroopers rushed unopposed into the stone walled Quang Tri 
CitadeL recapturing the provincial capital held by the Communists for 
86 days and sending North Vietnamese troops fleeing to safety toward 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ). 
However, field reports said the announcement was premature and 
there was still heavy fighting going on inside the city. 
“The house-to-house fighting in Quang Tri continued today as in the 
past 12 days,” one officer said. 
Another indication the Communists were not ready to give up was a 
new Communist artillery attack on the ancient capital of Hue, 35 m iles 
south of Quang Tri. Five civilians were wounded in the barrage. 
Some officials have predicted the Communists will try to outflank 
the government column moving toward Quang Tri and launch a major 
attack on Hue, South Vietnam ’s third largest city, located 400 miles 
north of Saigon. 


The Communists were expected to put up a major fight for Quang 
Tri, the only South Vietnam ese provincial capital ever controlled by 
the North Vietnamese. They overran the city and the province on May 
1, one month after the start of the currrent offen sive., 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen Van Thieu launched the 
counterattack against Communist forces in Quang Tri on June 28, 
sending 20,000 governnment troops north from Hue with orders to 
recapture the area by Sept. 19. 
The Citadel, a 500-yard square stone structure dating back to the 
19th century, was the core of Communist resistance in Quang Tri 
North Vietnamese troops were well dug in inside the structure, 
depending on the thick walls and an elaborate bunker system to 
protect them from allied artillery and air power as well as a ground 
attack. 


Employe groups 
hold up approval 
of salary proposal

are inadequate. 
The County Em ployees’ Assn., 
representing a majority of county 
employes, was joined by the AFL- 
CIO Social 
Workers 
Union 
and 
International Firefighters Union in 
protesting 
intended 
2 Vi 
percent 
wage boosts for county firemen, 
many clerical help positions and 
others described as being “on the 
front line” in the county working 
force. 
The board approved a motion by 
Supervisor George H. Clyde to hold 
up action on the recommendations 
for a week pending further study as 
to how the county administrative 
office and personnel department 
arrived 
at 
the 
recom m ended 
adjustments. 
Zack Stringer, general manager, 
County Em ployees’ Assn., reminded 
supervisors that many em ployes 
given a minimum 2*6 percent boost 
last year in basis of incomplete 
salary 
data 
from 
comparable 
counties are being offered only this 
much again this year. 
“ It am azes me that many of these 
em ployes com e to work when it 
would be to their advantage to go on 
welfare,” he declared. He urged the 
board also to consider inroads of 
inflation and cost-of-living increases 
in pay adjustments this year. 
Firem en’s Union President Mike 
Bennett claimed the firemen had 
agreed to give up holiday time 
advantages to get a duty week 
reduction from 72 to 66 hours a 
week, then found out that their pay 
boost was cut to 2Mi percent due to 
the slash in hours. 
He said firemen believed they 
were going to get “ at least a 5 
percent wage boost on the basis of 
new salary structures set up in 
nearby comparable counties. 
Bennett 
charged 
the 
county 


administration had “ rung in” salary 
data 
from 
a 
number of

firefighting agencies locally, such 
as Summerland, Carpinteria and 
Vandenberg, to bring down the pay 
boost offered county firemen

Murder charge dismissed 


TRENTON. N.J (U PIt-A murder charge against the 
admitted assailant of a 74-yearold Atlantic City woman who 
died after a sidewalk mugging was dismissed Monday by 
the State Supreme Court. 
The court said the defendant, Lamont Thomas, should not 
be charged with murder because he pleaded guilty to 
atrocious assault and battery and the prosecutor agreed to 
drop other charges at the time in exchange for the plea. 
The woman. Mrs. Fannie Murray, died Jan 23, 1970, of 
injuries sustained when she was knocked to the sidewalk 
June 5.1969. by a man who stole her pocketbook. 
The court said that when the prosecutor accepted 
Thomas' guilty plea Oct. 27. 1969, he knew the woman’s 
injuries were possibly fatal. The court said the prosecutor 
reneged on the plea bargaining agreement by lodging the 
murder charge against Thomas after the woman died.

Iceland (U PI) —Bobby Fischer, his drive 
to take the world chess championship away from Boris 
Spassky already off to a powerful start, goes for his third 
win in a row today—a win that could be a demoralizing blow 
to the titleholder. 
With the hassle over television cameras still smouldering 
in the background, the payers were to sit down at the board 
for the seventh game at 1 p m EDT Spassky, 35, a Russian 
journalist, plays white—and thus has the advantage of the 
first move.

Going into the seventh game, Fischer led 311 points to 212

Armored vehicles in Ulster 


BELFAST (U PI)—The British army has 
sent armored tank-like vehicles to Ulster 
in what could be the prelude to a full-scale 
invasion of the Roman Catholic “ no go” 
areas of Londonderry, political sources 
said today. 
The sources said three of the lumbering 
vehicles—called 
tank 
supporters 
and 
unarmed but equipped with bulldozer 
blades —were secretly unloaded in Belfast 
this week and shuttled to an unknown site. 
The disclosure came as violence flared 
anew throughout the province Machmegun 
fire and bomb blasts killed at least one 
man and wounded 
several others during 
the night. 
The dead man, apparently a civilian, was 
found shot in the head in Belfast by an 
army patrol, a British military spokesman 
said. He was the fourth person to die within 
24 hours, raising Ulster’s death toll to 473 
killed in three years of sectarian strife. 
Gunmen in a passing car shot and 
wounded three men in downtown Belfast 


early today, and another man was shot and 
wounded by gunmen in a car in Lurgan. 
The tank supporters look like tanks 
without turrets and normally are used to 
clear 
minefields, 
knock 
down 
tank 
obstacles and bridge antitank ditches in 
advance of an armored assault. 
The political sources said their most 
logical use in Northern Ireland would be to 
destroy the cement and steel barricades 
the outlawed Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
built to seal o‘ff Catholic Bogside and 
Creggan estates in Londonderry. 
British patrols thrust into the Bogside 
over the weekend for the first time in 
almost a year. 
The IRA claimed the moves were 
reconnaissance 
operations 
seeking 
to 
pinpoint IRA strongpoints in anticipation of 
a major invasion of the area. 
William Whitelaw. secretary of state for 
Ulster, announced the government planned 
to take a tougher stance with the IRA after 
a string of bombs killed nine and injured 
130 persons in Belfast Friday.

Satellite will spot bollworm

As the ground vibrated at 11:06 a.m. Sunday morning, 
pretty blonde Virginia Coleman, a research assistant from 
U.C. Riverside, watched the Delta 89 launch vehicle 
thunder through a low cloud bank and couldn’t help thinking 
about bollworms. 
Cotton in California’s Imperial Valley can’t be planted 
between Dec. 15 and Febr. 15. It’s a California Department 
of Agriculture ruling intended to starve the pink bollworm, 
a costly cotton pest, before the next crop is planted. 
But the bollworms have been returning to infest 
California cotton and, with ERTS photos of the area in four 
light bands and a little agricultural detective work, 
Virginia and her boss, Dr. Lowell Lewis will be able to find 
out how. 
“I imagine w e’ll use all the light bands,” she plotted, 
“They (our photos) will be full band on the multispectral 
scanner. Probably the emphasis will be on the near 
infrared bands because with infrared, vegetation has a high 
reflectance.” 
Dr. Lewis’ investigation, one of over 300 slated to use 
ERTS data, will be to determine how effective ERTS photo 
data will be in identifying planted and unplanted Imperial 
Valley cotton fields and in detecting the presence of 
bollworms. Fields of healthy cotton will be a bright red in 
the near infrared photos. Bollworm infested crops will be a 
paler pink and plowed under areas lighter still. 
“If we know that all the farmers in the Imperial Valley 
have cooperated with the ruling and plowed under their 
fields and if the bollworm is later detected in the 
(California) fields in the spring, that’s an indication that 
the Arizona and Mexican fields have allowed the pests to 
grow and infested the California fields,” Virginia outlined. 
The first problem she and Dr. Lewis will encounter will 
be to determine and refine the “ spectral signature” of 
cotton, the characteristic combination of light frequencies 
by which the crop can be positively identified in ERTS 
space photos. 


The next hurdle will be to determine if the resolution of 
the ERTS imagery will be sharp enough to discern the 
entire Imperial Valley crop and bollworm infested areas. 
With good enough resolution, the repetitive ERTS imagery 
could discern the stages in the bollworm’s life. 
“We don’t know how good the photography is going to 
be,” Virginia said, “The stages in the bollworm have not 
been detectable, but w e’ll watch for it. 
“The Dutch Elm disease in trees, for example, will show 
up as pinkish tones while the healthy trees will be bright 
red. The cotton should definitely be a healthy red. I think if 
you start to get a pinkish color there’s something affecting 
the growth of the plant (like the bollworm).” She detailed, 
adding that forestry service scientists are now able to 
detect tree diseases from space months before they 
become apparent on the ground. The same, she said, could 
eventually be true of crop disease detection. 
The ERTS resolution will be such that the smallest thing 
visible on the earth’s surface from the satellite will be a 
little under 330 feet square — comparable to that of Apollo 
photography which, unlike ERTS, utilizes film. 
The satellite’s data, which will begin to be transmitted 
tomorrow morning, will be checked for accuracy against 
similar photos taken from NASA U-2 flights and against 
data collected by 
the ERTS from 
150 earth-bound 
instrument platforms. 
Though the spacecraft will overfly the Soviet Union and 
Communist China as it maps the entire Earth every 14 
days, NASA officials explain that it breaks no space 
treaties and, in fact, may be turned off much of the time 
over the communist nations to conserve energy. 
No communist bloc country is included among the 31 
foreign countries participating in the program, though all 
ERTS data will eventually become public domain available 
to anyone through the interior Department’s Earth.

Paris' Paco R a b a n n e was 
the first designer to use 
metal instead of fabric in his 
dresses, pants and acces­ 
sories. 


Later came metal body 
jewelry (such as Bill Smith’s 
award-winning pieces). But 
with the possible exception 
of those copper bracelets— 
believed in some distinctly 
nonmedical headquarters to 
relieve arthritis—metal jew­ 
elry and accessories still 
merely adorned the wearer 
and did nothing else. 


Thus. Kent State Univer­ 
sity is justly proud'of it’s 
contributions in creating jew­ 
elry that not only decorates 
but does something for the 
wearer — monitoring good 
health or bad, pure air or 
foul. The ‘*2.001” designs of 
Mary Ann Scherr, Kent State 
artist, are unusual and hand­ 
some and should be fun to 
wear. 


They are based around 
body sensors — many now 
available, others on the way 
—which will be able to help 
those with heart, lung and 
other medical problems to 


tell them to get to a doctor. 
‘ The idea,” 
Mary 
Ann 
said, “ came from two pic­ 
tures. One was of a march in 
New York City where peo­ 
ple wore gas masks to dem­ 
onstrate that the air is rotten 
and that someone must do 
something about it. 
“ The second is of a futuris­ 
tic suit that I designed for 
a Kent State girl, who was 
Miss Ohio. The suit featured 
metalized polyester film and 
jewelry of the future. 
“ Sensors are ready now to 
detect 
heart 
irregularities 
and there are others, or soon 
will be. for the pulse, to mon­ 
itor impurities in the air and 
so on,” she said. 
“ It seemed to me that if 
these sensors were going to 
be used, they might as well 
be used as adornment rather 
than hidden away. Why not 
miniaturize them and put 
them into jewelry? 
“If this is now, then let it 
be now in beauty. So. I made 
them beautiful.” 
Mary Ann’s sensor objects 
are based on present scien­ 
tific evidence and on prob­ 
able 
findings 
in 
science.

DEAR POLLY — K. S. can soak her s i l v e r filigree 
jewelry in a half-and-half solution of sudsy ammonia and 
hot water lor about half an hour and then use an old soft 
toothbrush to remove the stains and discoloration 
This 
solution may also be u.sed for gold jewelry and diamond 
rings Rinse under warm water and dry after the brush­ 
ing. I have cleaned my wife’s Italian filigree s i l v e r 
jewelry this way for years with no ill effects —FRASER 


DEAR iM)LLY—I want to tell K S that I think the 
safest and easiest way to clean her silver filigree jewelry 
is to use one of those commercial instant jewelry clean­ 
ers that are put out under various trade names 
Dip 
jewelry, let stand for a few seconds and rinse off. This 
brightens the jewelrv almost instantly When the jewelry 
has stones like pearls, they should not be dipped but the 
liquid just brushed over the metal part around the stones, 
then rinsed Tarnished silver chains are easily cleaned 
this way Pictures should be removed from lockets before 
dipping.—MRS. J. I)

The law will also prohibit 
“ pull tab” opening devices 
on cans and is expected to

t he e f f e c t 
of 
eliminating the use of cans 
entirely. 
George Wagner, attorney 
for the plaintiffs, said in an 
opening argument Monday 
that the industry “ has the 
same kinds of concerns that 
we do as individuals and the 


legislators had when they 
enacted the law.” 
But, he insisted, “ there

He demanded free broadcast time to deliver a speech 
about what he felt were prejudices and pressures that 
blight the lives of Mexican-Americans in the United States. 
Chavez was provided with a live microphone on board the 
plane, and delivered a rambling monologue, broadcast over 
a local Spanish language radio station, about injustices to 
Chicanos, pollution, the war in Vietnam and the pressures 
and hardships of his own life. Then he surrendered

Avila fishing 
near perfect

OCEAN FISHING 
Salmon fishing slowed up somewhat, with an average 
take of about a fish and a half per boat. Weather has been 
perfect, with little or no wind, and only a slight overcast in 
the early mornings. 
For six days, according to Harbor Associates, who keep 
an official tally, 81 boats brought in 141 salmon. The kings 
are running on the fair to large size with an occasional fish 
scaling over 30 pounds. Silvers in the 10-to-15 pound class 
are also showing up. 
With albacore about 15 miles out, excitement has been 
running high, and many loads have been brought in. Sizes 
run as high as 25 pounds. With no live bait availabe, 
feathered lures are responsible for most all the takes. An 
average boat is making the run in a little over an hour, 
which is not to bad. As soon as one hits the area, action is 
good. 
On top of all this, bottom fishing is excellent, so fishing 
out of Avila could be called almost perfect. And to top this, 
we have the fish story of the year from Arroyo Grande 
angler George Ketchel, who will swear on a stack of bibles 
it is the truth. 
Seems that George and Verdi Mills were salmon trolling, 
when Verdi hooked a large fish. After careful playing, the 
fish started to cartwheel like a rainbow trout, all the way to 
near the boat, where it no doubt saw the landing net in the 
water, and dove straight down. It came up “cartwheeling” 
into the boat. Ketchel, with commendable foresight, 
dropped the net over the fish struggling in the boat, and 
gave it the “coup de grace” with a “priest”. 
So far no bonito have shown up, but if the present current 
set continues, they should be showing up, and maybe some 
barracuda. 
Ken Jacobsen hit the big ling cod in the point Sal area, 
with fish up to 20 pounds being caught. The A.B.C. operated 
by John Wilson has been concentrating on salmon with fair 
to good luck, running about a fish and half per angler. 
In the Santa Barbara-Oxnard area, halibut up to 30 
pounds were the center of activity and calico bass anglers 
did well. Further out to sea, in the channel islands area, 
white sea and big black bass were being caught. 
So it seems that ocean fishing is at its prime up and down 
the coast. A few albacore have also been taken off San 
Miguel Island, and it looks as tho the main schools are still 
in this area, as some were reported off Point Arguello. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Wild rumors that Lake Nacimiento was closed have made 
the lake a fishermens paradise. Anglers who leave the 
summer vacation period to water skiiers and once-a-year 
anglers, have discovered the uncrowded conditions and are 
having a hot time. 
Black Bass, crappie, white bass, and catfish are all 
hitting like springtime was still here, with no signs of a let­ 
up in sight. Crappie, which are usually deep and hard to find 
in summer, are leading the way. Although somewhat 
smaller than during the spawning season, they are at two 
pounds and better. Largemouth bass hitting best in the 
early mornings, with limits in the IVfe to 2Vfc pound class 
common, with some up to 6 pounds dressing up the 
stringers. White bass not breaking the surface. 
Catfishing good with lots of fish being caught day or 
night, but after dark best for the big ones. Fish shallow in 
the daytime and about 15 feet deep at night. 
Lake San Anotnio has just had a stocking of 2500 six-to- 
eight inch striped bass. The fish were raised from eggs 
hatched in the DFG experimental striped bass facility at 
Elk Grove, and supplemented a plant of 75,000 inch ones, 
stocked last July. Evidence proved that the fish are getting 
used to their new home, when several were caught by 
anglers this year, just under the legal size limit Biologists 
hope that before the end of the year legal size bass will be a 
regular part of the anglers catches. 
Reyes and Upper Sespe Creeks are the only streams in 
the midcoast area being stocked with trout. 
HUNTING 
The State Fish and Game Commission announced the 
tentative selection of a split 46 day statewide dove season, 
opening September 1 thru to September 30. The season 
would re-open statewide Saturday Nov. 25 thru Sunday Dec. 
10 Bag limits would be substantially the same as last year, 
20 in possession and 10 a day.

Helping others in Guatemala 


Donna

Besides months of training and years of Spanish classes, Donna Igram, 
17, received at least five kinds of immunizations before she departed: small 
pox, tetanus, poliomyelitis, typhoid; and yellow fever. 


The training introduced her to the way of life of the Central American 
natives: “ In a small pueblo... the rural family lives in their small, weather­ 
worn adobe house with its thatched or red-tile roof. The man of the house 
rises early... to go to work in his own plot of land or on a neighboring 
hacienda... For those tilling their own soil, the amount they can produce on 
their own is usually no more than is needed to provide for their own family, 
due to the primitive methods of farming still in use.” 


The training outlined her conduct: Use caution for “ An easy way to 
insult villagers is by laughing. It is only natural that the villagers feel a bit 
inferior when in the presence of the ‘wealthy North Americans’ who are 
speaking English...” 


The training instructed Donna on how to perform her duties: “Note: if 
needle should break off in patient’s arm, refer patient to nearest doctor.” 
But what do you do if the nearest doctor is a hundred miles away? 


The senior from Cabrillo High School, fortunately, wasn’t caught in that 
situation this summer. To Donna as a volunteer who spent three weeks 
(June 17 — July 7) in a small Guatemala village under the Amigos De Las 
America project, it could easily have happened. 
Her trip, as it turned out, was one of work, meeting new friends and living 
a different culture. No crisis. 
This was her second time in Central America. Last summer she visited 
Nicaragua for the same reason. 
Amigos De Las Americas is a “youth-led” organization with an 


international membership. Its purpose is to provide medical attention to the 
poor peoples of Central America. 


Each summer, since 1965, Amigos volunteers pay $250 of their money (or 
their parent’s money) to help finance the trip. Other monies are raised by 
the local chapters during the remaining year. 


The Lompoc chapter lists 15 members. Donna is one of ten locals to 
eventually serve in Latin America during the 1972 summer. 
Her recent stay in San Francisco La Union wasn’t a lark. There was much 
work. 


After establishing a clinic in the alcalde’s (mayor) office, she and her 
“partner”, Jean Swartz, a New England college co-ed, began a daily 
routine of administering small pox, polio, diptheria, pertussis and tetanus 
shots; caring for cuts, “heart aches”, and boils; and distributing vitamins 
and medicine for worms, coughs, and infections. 


In this village 9,000 feet in the highlands, Donna could only advise parents 
of children suffering from malnutrition to feed them fruit and milk. 
Although she did not suffer the ailments she treated, her life was limited 
to the same facilities offered the rest of the villagers. Donna.missed 
running water, flushing toilets, paved streets, she admitted. 
And two baths in 21 days, one cold in a bathtub, one cold in a stream, 
doubtlessly increased her appreciation for technology. 
During this same period Donna lost ten pounds. Her diet mainly consisted 
of refried beans, bread, rice, greasy eggs, and Coke. 
All that this alert, fearless, and attractive girl from Lompoc got out of the 
Amigos experience, she said, was the good feeling that she helped 
somebody, someway, sometime. 
700 horses and 3 riding clubs 
occupy time of many residents 


The 
“ large, 
solid-hoofed, 
herbivorous 
quadruped, 
Egus 
Caballus, 
domesticated 
since 
prehistoric time, bred in a number 
of varieties, and used for carrying 
or pulling loads, for riding, etc.” 
(the horse) has nearly doubled in 
population since 1965 in the Lompoc 
Valley. 
• Three riding clubs and several 
commercial horse stables presently 
operate within the valley. Including 
ranch horses, some 700 work and 
pleasure animals are cared for 
daily. 
The 
two 
older 
riding clubs, 
Lompoc Valley Riders (LVR) with 
150 members and the Vandenberg 
Saddle Club (VSC) with 84 members 
(300 counting wives and kids), claim 
about 300 horses and 134 horses, 
respectively. While VSC owns 54 
stab les 
on 
leased 
federal 
government property, most LVR 
members rent corral space at the 
La Salle Canyon Stables. 
The Village Country Club Stables, 
with a 13 family membership, 
started to organize as a club in the 
last year. This club, limited to 
Vandenberg Village residents, has 
13 stables and 20 horses and ponies. 
LVR and VSC host and compete in 
horse shows and gymkhanas. All 
clubs organize such group activities 
as 30 mile trail rides where a 
barbecue or breakfast awaits the 
troupe along the way. 
Harry Maltman, present VSC vice 
president and retired Air Force 
chief master sergeant, is known to 


conduct a tour of the club’s stables 
upon request and without coyness. 
It turned out that Harry, 57, is like 
a character out of a Tolstoy novel. 
When Tolstoy needed a waiter to 
serve the main characters, he gave 
the reader more than a plain waiter. 
Harry, colorful and highly verbal, is 
more than a plain guide. 
Last week he drove his camper 
truck down a dirt road that leads 
into the stable area off of Lompoc- 
Casmalia Rd. On either side of the 
road thick brush covered the hills. 
“We 
discourage 
riders 
from 
riding alone out in the country side, 
unless they are real experienced. 
They can get thrown; snakes are out 
there,” he said. 
Harry pulled up to a white, 
wooden building which resembled 
military barracks. It was the club 
house and kitchen. 
“Everything we do down here is 
self-help. We are not subsidized by 
the government,” he pointed out, 
VSC membership consists of 55 per 
cent active duty military persons 
and 45 per cent retired military 
persons. 
The building is a combination 
permanent structure and triple wide 
trailer. The club house room inside 
was long, cold, and rather bare with 
green walls, several rows of folding 
chairs, and a dusty floor. An object 
of obvious importance was the 
club’s large black scrapbook. 
Harry is a proud man. He turned 
the pages : 
“We have internationally known

judges here. We get the best.” 
“We have people who achieved 
national status out of this riding 
club.” 
“Here is someone receiving the 
Mardis Trophy. We named it after 
Jim Mardis who was killed in 
Vietnam. He use to belong to the 
club.” 
VSC, like other riding clubs, 
devote 
time 
and efort toward 
helping people, along with pursuing 
their pastime. The six or seven inch 
thick book, containing numerous 
pictures and newspaper clippings, 
record the club activities since it 
started in 1966. 
Activities 
that 
include 
club 
participation in the annual Pony 
Express Relay Race for mentally 
retarded 
children, 
a 
benefit 
gymkhana for the Big Brother 
program, 
the 
Lompoc 
Flower 
Festival, Los Alamos Olden Days’, 
Solvang Days... 
“There is a picture of my horse. 
He’s big and ugly like me, but 
tough,” Harry said proundly. 
Soon he was out of the clubhouse 
and driving past uniformly red and 
white 
painted 
stables, 
to 
the 
exercise ring. He stopped. 
A young girl. Windy Holt, bravely 
stood in the middle, holding a whip, 
as her horse ran “at liberty” around 
the ring. 
“She is running it, exercising it. 
Its a young horse, about two years 
old,” said Harry. Young horses 
can’t be ridden until their legs 
develop. “ It screws their legs up, 
like a kids” he explained. 


Past this ring, and past the large 
area and bleachers, a small steer 
corral 
contained 
eight 
hostile 
looking Mexican roping steers. 
“There is a lot of roping activity 
in this area. We practice with these 
steers,” she said, “That’s a way of 
life around here. Its nothing to see a 
bank president competing in a 
roping contest,” he added. 
Some o ne 
on 
h o r s e b a c k 
approached. “That’s a fine looking 
woman, huh?” he turned and asked. 
It was Mrs. Judy Little, a young 
nurse’s aid who works at the 
Lompoc Hospital. 
She smiled, appreciating Harry’s 
compliment, surely one of many he 
distributes to the club’s women. 
They have been good friends since 
Harry taught her to ride last year. 
When 
he 
teaches 
a 
new, 
inexperienced club member to ride, 
he teaches the basics — to saddle, 
mount and dismount, to walk, trot, 
gallop, and horse safety. Riding two 
hours daily, some can learn to ride 
in two or three weeks, if they lose 
any fear they have of horses. 
Judy was mounted on Trader, a 
large and long brown “ Anglo-Arab” 
that cost her $300 — averaging price 
for a fair riding horse, Harry said, 
“She is crazy about him. She gives 
that horse more affection than she 
does me,” he noted. 
“He doesn’t give me the lip that 
you do,” Judy retorted. 
Today 
she was enjoying the 
benefit and purpose of owning a 
horse. She and a few other riders 
planned to ride out to the beach and 
have a picnic. They had saddlebags 
of food (cheese, salami, etc.). It 
takes about one and half hours to get 
there. Now the time was around 11 
a.m.

“Its great. You can run the horses 
along the beach for miles, in the 
water and everything,” according to 
Judy. 
She rides about four days a week 
for a little more than an hour. One 
day a week, like today, she takes a 
long (four to six hour) ride. 
Riding, Harry had emphasized, is 
a very good form of exercise. The 
rider’s 
body 
is 
constantly 
in 
movement. 
“Like John Wayne says: jog, ride 
a bicycle, ride a horse,” he stated. 
Trotting a horse two miles is like 
jogging a mile, he said. 
Back in the truck Harry informed 
that Judy and Trader have a good 
relationship. Once Trader was too 


high and too fast for her. “We 
schooled him in these rings. Then on 
the trails,” he said. 
Harry who has owned 15 horses in 
his lifetime, insists that a horse 
must 
be 
trained 
firmly, 
not 
pampered. Horses have a will and a 
mind of their own. 
“There is nothing worse than a 
horse spoiled by a woman,” he said. 
They turn out to be “psychotic 
horses” that shy at any little thing 
and will bite and kick its rider. 
Harry stopped the truck at his 
stable. Toby, a “heavy weight 
hunter”, immediately recognized 
his owner and moved up to this side 
of the corral. Toby was big but not 
so ugly. 


“Horses like you or they don’t like 
you. If they don’t, they won’t let you 
pet them or they’ll bite you. They 
know if you fear them, or if you like 
them,” said Harry. 
Like people, horses respond to 
affection, something Harry gives to 
them, as well as women. 
He informed Toby that he didn’t 
have an apple for him now., he 
would get one later today. 
Care 
and 
feeding 
is 
a 
responsibility of having a horse. 
Owners come out to the stables 
twice daily to feed their horses 
(cost: about $45 a month). Horses 
must be groomed just as often. 
Work 
as 
well 
as 
pleasure 
accompany ownership.

Want to bet? 


One position on taxes is that they should 
hurt.

More and more states are turning to the 
sweet taste of gambling to make the 
extraction of revenues from average 
persons easier, and more palatable to the 
extractee. 


Tax Foundation, Inc., reports that state 
lotteries are the big thing these days. Six 
eastern 
states 
already 
have 
official 
lotteries and another half dozen are on the 
verge. Nine states are considering off­ 
track betting legislation. 


The modern official lottery money- 
raiser first appeared in 1964 when New 
Hampshire broke a long-standing taboo on

state-run games of chance. New York 
joined up three years later and New Jersey 
started 
its 
lottery 
last 
year 
and 
Connect i cut, 
P e n n s y l va n i a 
and 
Massachusetts got into the picture this 
year. All told, at the start of the year 34 
states permit one or more types of 
gambling. 
The bait attracting other states to the 
gambling is the big money already being 
made. 
New 
Jersey, 
for 
instance, 
anticipates a $60 million profit from its 
weekly lottery. New York City’s 60 off­ 
track betting places have a $1 million-a- 
day handle. 


Obviously, the states’ lottery take is not 
tax money, but it is revenue. And the 
winners’ rewards are easy pickings for the 
tax men. 


Israel policy 


In 
1967, 
when 
Israel 
was 
threatened and the Seven Day War 
resulted, 
prominent 
American 
liberals paused in their clamor to 
get us out of the Southeast Asian 
imbroglio, to clamor in a highly 
publicized declaration, for getting 
us into the Mid-East imbroglio, 
causing Professor John Roche of 
Brandeis to remark wryly that their 
manifesto should have been labeled 
Doves for War." They got quite 
sore at Professor Roche, fussily 
insisting on the distinction between 
independence for the people of South 
Vietnam and independence for the 
people of Israel. 
What it came down to was pure 
and simple that where Israel is 
concerned, 
the 
encroaching 
demands for a reticent American 
international profile do not apply. 
John Kenneth Galbraith, 
a 
leading 
phil­ 
osopher of neoisola­ 
tionism. 
confront­ 
ing the paradox on 
television in Miami 
Beach during the 
McGovern conven­ 
tion, 
said 
simply 
and 
honestly, 
“ I 
confess I have a 
special affection for 
Israel." 
Indeed, a lot of us do. Not only for 
reasons of compassion that reach 
into history, ancient and horribly 
contemporary, but because there is 
so much in the behavior of the 
leaders of the modem state of Israel 
that we need to learn from. Israel 
long ago took the measure of her 
security requirements and — acted 
accordingly. The United Nations 
counts it a day lost that it does not 
pass a resolution of censure against 
Israel; and Israel simply does not 
care. 
I n te r e s t in g ly , 
b u t 
not 
surprisingly, she is not on that 
account 
either 
ostracized 
or 
disdained by other nations of the 
world (the Arab states obviously 
excepted ). Neither would the United 
States be — it is my conjecture — if 
we had behaved, for instance in 
Indochina, as decisively as Israel 
would have done If General Dayan 
had 
managed our 
war against 
Hanoi, that too would have been a 
seven day war 
Senator McGovern now advances 
the contradiction quite formally, by 
proposing 
a 
total 
American 
c o m m itm e n t 
to 
I s r a e li 
independence alongside an ail but 
uniform disparagement of United 
States 
commitments 
to 
other 
countries, most particularly South 
Vietnam, to which we have for years 
made quite fervent commitments.

McGovern likes to point to Israeli 
democracy as his justification, but 
this of course is disingenuous. After 
all, he is quoted as desiring to

of South Vietnam 
The problem is to reason from the 
legitimacy 
of 
Mao 
Tse-Tung’s 
government, 
on 
over 
to 
the 
illegitimacy of President Thieu’s. 
Never 
mind. 
B etter 
to 
be 
straightforward like Galbraith, and 
say simply that Israel occupies a 
“ special" place in the American 
heart. 
While you are at it, be even more 
straightforward 
than 
Galbraith. 
Recognize that on top of that special 
affection, a U.S. pledge to Israeli 
independence is for the time being 
necessary for anyone who aspires to 
be President, for the simple reason 
that 
the 
strategically 
situated 
Jewish community is for the most 
part very generous in 
backing 
political causes, and very insistent 
on 
the 
m a tte r 
of 
Is ra e li 
independence. 
Even 
so, 
and notwithstanding 
Senator McGovern’s protestations 
of fidelity to the cause of Israel, 
many 
Jew ish 
lead ers 
have 
confessed their concern. They do so 
for quite obvious reasons. One of 
them is that the preceding leader of 
the Democratic party, Mr Lyndon 


Johnson, wrote into policy his entire 
dedication to the survival of South 
Vietnam. 
So did his coadjutor, 
Hubert Humphrey. In due course, 
however, 
H ubert 
Humphrey, 
running for the Presidency, not only 
renounced that pledge, he went so 
far as to say that if he were elected 
President he would not authorize a 
dollar’s worth of military aid for 
South Vietnam. 
As it has gone for South Vietnam 
among 
the 
leadership 
of 
the 
Democratic party, so might it go for 
Israel. Why not? The fear among 
prominent 
Jewish 
leaders 
in 
America, and in Israel, is that the 
logic of George McGovern’s foreign 
policy and his insistence on military 
retrenchment point to an eventual 
V ietnam inzation 
of 
all 
our 
commitments. 
Professor Galbraith’s heart is 
admittedly large, but it is not 
necessarily co-extensive with the 
heart of Middle America, and it is 
ju s t 
possible 
th a t 
Senator 
McGovern’s 
glamorous 
rhetoric 
about the end of the Cold War, and

How many of you who contribute 
to this, that and the other ever find 
out exactly what your money is 
spent for? Darned few organizations 
ever 
report 
back. 
CARE 
is 
different. 
Being concerned at the horrible 
condition in Bangladesh I responded 
to CARE’s call for help after the 
war. Today I received a letter 
reporting to the contributors what 
they have been doing with our 
money. 


The now independent country has 
been a CARE project for over 20 
years, but during the last four years 
all efforts have been devoted to the 
research and development of a 
house that could withstand the 
cyclonic 
winds 
and 
the 
flood 
conditions of the area. The CARE 
house, as it is called, is ten by 
twenty feet, handpressed soil, sand 
and cement block with a corrugated 
iron roof. At this point more than 
4,000 have been built, about half 
have survived two seasons of the 
worst cyclones Mother Nature could 
come up with in the south coastal 
regions. 


The government feels this is 
successful so they have asked CARE 
to help the villagers of Bangladesh 
construct 62 demonstration villages, 
125 houses per village. This project 
will be undertaken in cooperation 
with the Bangladesh Cooperative 
Union whose participants form the 
nucleus of 
a 
village 
co-op 
in 
developing their villages. 
Aside from this assist in self help 
in reconstructing their homes after 
the ravages of war and nature, food 
and shelter were given to the war 
refugees in India, improved rice 
seed was provided the farmers, 
nylon twine for weaving fish nets for 
the 
fishermen 
and 
finally, 
in 
p artnership 
with 
the 
United 
Nations committee (UNICEF) six 
CARE 
men 
have 
planned 
and 
developed a high protein pre-school 
and school feeding program for the 
children. 
I am glad that I have a small part 
in such a worthwhile organization.

Maybe he or she wasn’t loved! That 
would be one way to relieve yourself 
of having to keep the ashes of 
someone you didn’t like hanging 
around the house.

It is reported that over eleven 
million yen (that’s a lot of yen!) or 
about $3.2 million dollars is also 
forgotten with 22 percent of that 
going unclaimed. This lost dough 
goes into the railroad’s pot to help 
balance their books. 


Of 1,877,784 articles of clothing 
only 36 percent of it was claimed. 
When I traveled in Japan one 
summer the lone man was always 
leaving his coat behind; but it was 
easily noticed and found because his 
was one of the few sport coats I saw 
in all of our travels in that country. 
The most hilarious — and curious — 
piece of clothing left are Buddhist 
monk’s robes. I can vouch for the 
torrid weather there in the summer 
but even I didn't get that hot!

Fly away home 


It didn’t receive much attention 
outside agriculture circles but local 
fertilizer and pesticide suppliers 
tried a rather ambitious program of 
biological pest control during the 
past year with spotty results. 
As a result the 
program was dis­ 
continued. 
A 200- 
acre planting was 
carefully 
supplied 
with lady bugs, arch 
enemy 
of 
aphis 
among other pests. 
It 
worked 
well 
enough to produce a 
crop 
that 
passed 
minimum 
quality 
standards but not 
well enough to meet 
long term require­ 
ments. 
In conjunction with the program, 
large 
quantities of 
the 
tongue 
twister, tricograma, a parasitic 
wasp was used to combat the worm 
of a particularly damaging moth 
with fair results. The idea was for 
the wasp to sting the worm and thus 
end the creature’s crop-damaging 
career right there. 
Again 
the 
results 
were 
not 
conclusive, although it worked 
A source this reporter talked to 
said that a full scale and ongoing 
program of biological control of 
field pests would probably prove 
successful over the long haul, but 
it’s going to take some doing. 
The main problem once the crop 
has been protected in the way that 
biological methods can do is the 
customer’s idea of what he wants in 
the way of quality There is no doubt 
that the customer must be educated 
to accept produce with at least some 
holes or other signs of pests. 
There 
may 
also 
be 
another 
problem here in the Lompoc area. 
Experts speculate the weather may 
not be conducive to the best results 
from 
biological 
pest 
control 
methods 
Some of the same methods that 
have proved spotty here work to 
perfection in the Fillmore area 
where there is a more controlled 
o n u ir n n m p n t 


Along with all this I learned what I 
probably should have learned some 
time ago and that is that lady bugs 
apparently cannot be produced in 
captivity so to speak. 
They have to be captured in the 
wild during a state of semi-sleep and 
carted off to do their little thing. 
Seems to me the habitat is near 
Auburn, 
All this came to light yesterday 
when I began to hunt for a place to 
buy lady bugs. All the books tell me 
they are indispensible in the garden, 
and mine is being overwhelmed by 
aphis and a variety of other pests 
I’ve been throwing soapy dishwater 
on the hapless leaves and branches 
with little apparent results. 
I’m just about ready to start the 
garlic treatment and the idea comes 
not a moment too soon because we 


planted lettuce, beets and carrots 
Sunday. 
That was the chore after a rather 
frantic assault on the snails. In 
desperation I used a regular snail bait 
and it worked Now the back yard is 
littered with hundreds and hundreds 
of the little pests, feet up so to 
speak. 
When I get more knowledgeable 
I’ll-cope with them by some means 
other than the pesticide way. Maybe 
that’ll be garlic or marigold or 
whatever. This is not just to make 
conversation. It's serious business.
